suggests that for his own 
se-ojr-ity 
a foot passenger should look in 
lioth directions 
before he crosses the 
jead. 
The safety of the bicyclist does 
aot count with the majority of 
non-rWe- 
rs. 
He is not altogether 
unreason-aM- y 
regarded 
as a nuisance 
where 
there is much traffic; yet he Is entitled 
to pursue his way along a 
thorough-mt- 
e, 
and In regard 
to him the foot 
passeager has duties as well as rights. 
In a case which was before the Court 
of Appeal recently the facts were that 
a feBtcbers boy with a Knite in nis 
baad stepped suddenly off the narrow 
pavement of a street without

Into collision with a bicyclist, who, as 
the iory found, was riding along care 
fully and at a. reasonable speea. 
xne 
result was that one of the unfortunate 
rider's hands was struck by the knife 
aad seriously hurt, and he brought an 
aciion to recover damages for his in- 
juries. 
The jury found that the 
was a "pure accident," 
and 
tie Court were unanimous 
In saying 
ibat 
they 
would 
have 
come to the 
same conclusion. It seems to us, how- 
ever, that the jury would have been 
justified in finding that the butcher's 
toy, who admitted that if he had look- 
ed" he would have seen the bicyclist, 
and" waited for him to pass, was guilty 
of negligence. 
On the other hand, it 
may be that a street is so narrow or 
so crowded that a bicyclist is not jus- 
tified In riding through it. or th2t he 
ought, at any rate, to ring his bell 
continuously, 
irritating

4,500,-0- 00 
bronze 
pieces 
were 
set 
afloat. Three million, of them are still 
outstanding. 
Three million 
cop- 
per pieces are scattered over the Unit- 
ed States, but it Is very rarely that one 
is seen. Of 500,000 i cents, which cor- 
respond in value to English farthings, 
not one has been returned to the Gov 
ernment for coinage or Is held by the 
Treasury.

ver coins now in possession
